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Allowable Subject Matter 



5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As noted in the previous action, filed 9/24/02, Grasser teaches a two-step oxidation 
method wherein the first step is carried out at a first temperature below the viscoelastic 
temperature of silicon dioxide and a second portion is formed at a temperature above the 
viscoelastic temperature. The first portion of the oxide is 10 A. Grasser also teaches that a 
second portion of 1 nm (10 A) is grown during the ramp from the first oxidation temperature to 
second, and that a third portion is grown to a give a final desired thickness of 50 A to 100 A 
which does not provide an oxide in the range of 15 A or less, using the two-step oxidation 
process as claimed. The change in ramp rates is obvious over Bayer for the reasons previously 
indicated. In short, the prior art does not appreciate the use of the claimed two-step process for 
forming uniform oxides of 15 A or less.
